WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court, undeterred by 
criticism that it is pushing too 
far too fast and usurping pow­ 
er, has finished another jammed 
year deciding cases from civil 
rights and communism to re­ 
apportionment. 
It continued to assert its con­ 
cern for civil liberties—protec­ 
tion of the individual from the 
power of the state. It handled 
labor problems and many cases 
which may seem minor to the 
general public but took time, 
work and thought. 
Near the end of last year’s 
term the court blew up a storm 
by banning any required read­ 
ing of the Bible and the Lord’s 
Prayer in public schools. At­ 
tempts were made in Congress 
♦his year to undo that decision. 
But these attempts — to pro­ 
duce a constitutional amend­ 
ment permitting the reading of 
the prayer and the Bible — have 
failed so far and will probably 
fail totally. 
Again this year, one week be­ 
fore it finished up Monday, the 
court gave perhaps its most 
far-reaching opinion in years, 
one which will surely shake the 
foundations of the old political 
machines as they haven’t been 
in generations. 
This ruling — it may affect 
practically all 50 states — in­ 
structed them to overhaul their

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio municipalities which levy 
an income tax are avoiding ju­ 
risdictional disputes with their 
neighboring 
communities, 
an 
Associated Press survey shows. 
The primary reason is that 
most communities included in 
their income tax ordinance a 
provision for so - called “tax 
crediting.” This provision pre­ 
vents dual taxation. 
Under the provision, a per­ 
son who works in one Comu­ 
nity but lives in another is re­ 
quired to pay the tax in the 
community where he works, but 
is given credit for that payment 
in his home community. 
Among the 84 cities and vil­ 
lages in Ohio which devy a tax 
on income, there have been few 
problems stemming from over­ 
lapping jurisdictions. 
John Gotherman Jr., research 
director of the Ohio Municipal 
League, put it this way: “Tax 
crediting has resolved this prob­ 
lem and has provided the ma­ 
chinery which has v i r t u a I ly 
eliminated 
the 
possibility 
of 
double taxation in Ohio . . . .” 
Columbus, Cincinnati, Toledo, 
Canton, Dayton, and Springfield 
are a few of the state’s major 
employment centers that have 
income tax 
agreements 
with 
heir suburbs. Cleveland has no 
income tax. 
The first municipal income 
tax in Ohio was levied by To­ 
ledo in 1946 but the only major 
court case involving jurisdic­ 
tion o c c u r e d in Cincinnati 
which enacted its one per cent 
levy in 1954. 
In that case, a taxpayer in 
the Cincinnati suburb of Love­ 
land who worked in Cincinnati 
sought unsuccessfully to be ex­ 
empt from the Cincinnati tax on 
grounds he 
was 
paying the 
same tax in his home commun­ 
ity. 
The matter actually lost its 
significance when Loveland re­ 
pealed its tax before the ques­ 
tion was resolved by the courts. 
Loveland voters are scheduled 
to vote on renewal of the tax 
this fall but the levy will in 
elude a “forgiveness” clause. 
The clause will exempt from 
the Loveland tax anyone who 


works and pays a similar levy 
outside the community. 
Ohio communities are turn­ 
ing more and more to the in­ 
come tax to offset the increas­ 
ing cost of city services. The 
tax can be enacted by city 
councils without voter approval 
but the limit set by state law 
is one per cent, and the tax 
can be repealed by means of 
petition or referendum. 
Oddly, there was practically 
no organized opposition to exist­ 
ing taxes in the communities 
included in the Associated Press 
survey. The survey showed that 
in some cases, labor groups 
and others fought a proposed 
tax before it was enacted—then 
the opposition subsided to the 
man on he street. 
A Cincinnal Finance Depart­ 
ment official said: “There is 
realization that we have to 
get the money somewhere.”

When Crowds Go Berserk 


The shocking riot in Peru with its 
terribl. aftermath of death and injury 
is more than remote tragedy. It is a 
dreadful and instructive lesson in what 
can happen when an excited crowd gets 
out of hand. 
In the grief and remorse that follows 
such events there is always the ques­ 
tion: How did it happen? It is idle to 
say that the Peru tragedy occured be­ 
cause it was a soccer match and the 
game, particularly in recent years, has 
excited tense emotions. 
Many of the popular sports have lost 
much of the fine spirit that years ago 
m ade watching them a pleasure for 
those who are more interested in the 
skill and athletic prowess of the play­ 
ers than the result. Bigger crowds, pro­ 
fessionalism, a decline in what used to 
be called “ sportsmanship'' have intro­ 
duced fanatical partisanship which has 
largely taken the place of admiration 
for skill, It has become important to 
be on the winning side. 


A ll over Latin America, in Europe 
and the Soviet Union and its satellites 
soccer’s fans are numbered in many 
millions. Under palm trees in Africa 
and Asia it is played barefoot by more 
millions, and even more play it and fol-

low it on the sands of the Middle East. 
All European countries have giant 
stadia to accommodate their soccer 
fans. London’s Wembley Stadium holds 
100,000. It is never big enought for cup 
finals. Even it is dwarfed by Glasgow's 
giant stadium at Hampden Park which 
accommodates 150.000. 
Baseball is a big game in the United 
States, Canada and Japan. 
But the 
crowds it draws seem small compared 
to the mesmeric attractions of soccer 
in the rest of the world.

“I keep my advertising job,” 
said Slesar “ because there is 
no security in writing.”
